LIFE’S REPORTS 


A FORMER U.S. AMBASSADOR DESCRIBES GRAVE CONDITIONS IN WAR-WEARY SPAIN 


Until be resigned from 
the U. S. Foreign Serv 
ice last November, 
the Honorable John C. 
Cudaby was one of 
America’s best-known 
and best-informed 
diplomats in Europe. 
Inhis most recent post, 
as U, S. Ambassador 
to Belgium, be wit- 
nessed the German in- 
vasion and stayed in 
Brussels until August 
of lastyear, Before then, he had been Minister to Eire 
(1937 to 1939) and Ambassador to Poland (1933 to 
1937). On bis return from Belgium, Mr. Cudaby 
wrote the memorable article, Leopold’s Belgium, 
which appeared in the Nov. 25 issue of LIFE. 

A member of the Cudaby family of Chicago and 
Milwaukee and a captain in the A. E. F. in the last war, 
Mr, Cudaby was well known as a writer before he 
entered the diplomatic service. He is now in Berlin asa 
correspondent for LIFE, On his way there he passed 
through Spain on which be reports in this article. 


Berlin (by cable) 


te of the western Mediterranean gateway 
has always been of great strategic importance 
in ageless wars in Europe. In this war its sig- 
nificance to the British Empire is a decisive one. 
The Spanish Nationalists resent the presence of 
the British flag on the rock of Gibraltar where it 
has waved ever since the War of the Spanish Suc- 
cession (1704). They argue that it is an anachron- 
ism and an insule co Spanish sovereignty to have 
this alien pin point (3 miles) on theirsoil. This feel- 
ing is aggravated by the hardship imposed by the 
British blockade and refusal of the Admiralty to 
grant liberal navicerts for shipment of food-stuffs 
to a very hungry Spain. There are three possibili- 
ties if hostilities spread to the Peninsula: 1) Spain 
might oppose any invasion which had for its 
objective control of the Straits; 2) Spain might 
offer no resistance; 3) Spain might enter the list 
of active belligerents on the side of the invader. 


To learn at first hand the views of the Spanish 
Government, I went to consult Foreign Minister 
Ramon Serrano Sufier at the foreign office in 
Madrid. Up an enormously wide grand stair- 
way, I crossed over a stone arcaded balcony and 
entered an anteroom filled with flamboyant fur- 
niture of fantastic scrolls and figures. There was 
a Goya portrait on the opposite wall and the 
floor was made brilliant by a Spanish rug of 
many colors. In a few minutes a secretary ap- 
peared and bowed for me to follow. We passed 
‘a narrow entryway where guards on both sides 
threw up their hands in Falangist salute. 

A door opened and I shook hands with the 
Foreign Minister, a small man with gray hair 
and of very frail physique. He told me he had 
suffered grievously from stomach trouble for 
years, and added, with feeling, chat the present 
state of Europe was enough to give anyone acute 
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indigestion. Turning to Spain, he replied in 
answer to my questions that the country was 
suffering from short rations and that the only 
way of relieving the desperate situation was by 
importation of wheat. The British blockade, he 
went on, was very arbitrary in stopping ship- 
ments to Spain by refusing to grant navicerts. 
He characterized as absurd the British claim that 
the eventual destination of such cargoes might 
be Germany or Italy. All you had to do, he de- 
clared, was to look around you in Spain to be 
convinced that not a single grain of wheat or 
any other provisions could be spared for ship- 
ment outside. 

Concerning the position of the country vis-i- 
vis Germany, he stated that Spain was deeply 
grateful to both Germany and Italy for their 
help in the struggle against whac he described 
as Communism and anarchy in Spain, but in- 
sisted that it was a mistake to think that the 
forcign policy of the country has been influenced 
by this aid. Spain had, in a large measure, 
liquidated her account for material assistance, 
and the country was under no obligation. Spain 
had followed and would continue to follow an 
independent course in the foreign field. Nor had 
Germany ever attempted to bring any pressure 
on Spain, or co coerce the Spanish Government 
in any way. He became very earnest and em- 
phatic, leaning over in his upholstered chair 
until his nose was scarcely two inches from mine 
when he spoke about successes of Germany and 
its present domination of the continent. 

The situation was completely reversed from 
thac which prevailed during the last war, he 
said. Then the French and che British were 
firmly entrenched on French soil and if anything 
were preponderant over German armies. But 
what was the fact now? France was defeated 
and prostrate and England had been expelled 
from the continent by disastrous and decisive 
defeat. Nor was there any reasonable prospect 
that the British would ever again have any sig- 
nificant influence on the mainland of Europe. 
All neutrals who had any sense of realism were 
forced to accept this truth, he concluded, He 
spoke about the German domination of Ru- 
mania and Bulgaria, and said it was an augury 
of what was co come throughout all Europe. 

I attempted an answer to his rhetorical ques- 
tion as to how England could possibly prevail 
against Germany by military means, by suggest- 
ing that the British, aided by the output of 
American industry, might some day get mastery 
of the air and bring about a crushing offensive 
against German industrial centers with a conse- 
quent collapse of morale among the German 
people. He did not think much of this answer 
from a realistic viewpoint, implying that British 
and Americans had no appreciation either of the 
tremendous power of the German military ma- 
chine or of how impossible it would be to dis- 
lodge the Germans from their firm seat on the 
continent. He climaxed his earnest conversation 
by telling me that the U. S. was making a grave, 
perhaps irretrievable error, to take a side in this 
war of Europe's. The effect of our participation, 


he added, might mean that the struggle would 
be prolonged to a point of exhaustion, and then 
the only victory would be one for Bolshevism. 
He returned co this again and again before I left 
and cold me that this outstanding danger which 
he feared was not grasped by many—this danger 
of universal anarchy, disorganization and chaos 
which might come to all Europe if war went on 
to the stage of complete collapse. Against this 
era of lawlessness and riotous disorder there 
remained only German hegemony. Take that 
away and you would turn Europe over to an era 
of violence which would mean the end of this 
civilization. There must be some power of re- 
straint, he reiterated, a policeman on the con- 
cinent. And how could England ever hope to 
act as this policeman? He said there should be 
no quarrel on our part, there was need in the 
world for two great industrial systems, of Amer- 
ica and Germany, While the political philoso- 
phy of che cwo nations might noc harmonize, 
there was no reason why both could not live in 
the same world without coming into conflict. 


Although Suiier is the head of the political 
junta of the Falange Party, the chief of state and 
leader is Francisco Franco Bahamonde—El 
Caudillo, Franco does not at all conform, either 
in physical type or temperament, to the Ameri- 
can's imaginary portrait of a Spaniard, He is 
exceptionally shore, 5 fe. 34 in., with compact 
figure and globular head from which the hair 
long ago started to recede, revealing a well- 
developed contemplative area over large, ani- 
mated eyes.“ His bearing is one of modest 
self-assurance and great composure. At 20 
Franco took part in the campaign against the 
Riffs and commanded a company of Moroccans 
who believed chat he had magical power to turn 
into rose petals bullets aimed in his direction. 
This supernatural gift seems to have failed in 
one attack when an enemy projectile entered his 
stomach. He suffers today no debilitating effect 
and emerged from this Melilla campaign to be- 
come at 32 the youngest general in the Spanish 
Army. 

Under the Falange organization, Franco has 
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uncontrolled authority of a 
dictator, but there is no evi- 
dence that he has ever used his 
great power in a dictatorial 
way. He considers himself a 
commoner and has the common 
touch. Those who know him 
best say that he believes a gov- 
ernment and those who govern 
should be neither seen nor 
heard, Therefore he is an eva- 
nescent quantity in Spain and 
there are few stories about him. 
He lives ac El Pardo, about 
eight miles from the capital, 
and never comes to Madrid ex- 
cept for exceptional occasions 
of ceremony, such as the pres- 
entation of letters of credence 
from ministers and ambassa~ 
dors, in the great gloomy 
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baroque royal palace tenanted 
by ghosts of Bourbon kings. 

Franco's outstanding charac- 
teristic is an unshakable imper- 
turbability. In the elaborate 
requiem ceremony for the late 
Alfonso XII, he sat in the 
chancel of San Francisco El 
Grande, on a brocaded gold 
chair which resembled a throne, 
the cynosure of all eyes for an 
hour and 42 minutes. Solemn, 
immobile and impeccable, only 
once during that entire service 
did he give evidence of possess- 
ing a nervous system different 
from that of the statuary saint 
by his side. This was when he 
put his hand to his nose and 
rubbed it effectively. 

The Falange party, which 
controls the present Govern- 
ment, openly declares all in 
viduals must be subordinate to 
the state. The 26-point pro- 
gram, adopted at its inaugura- 
tion six years ago, is the bible 
of che organization. Although 
the Government waged a bitter 
war against Communism and 
Marxism, Falange is openly 
leftist. Falange dispenses with 
services of parliament, censures 
press and public utterance, con- 
trols business, regulates wages 
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and hours of labor and attempts 
to fix prices. Control of prices 
in a country as individualistic 
and high spirited as Spain is 
not so easy; and dearth of com- 
mon items considered necessary 
for living has brought much 
violation of laws dealing with h 
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cline. This is due to the stifling 
of the procreative instinct be- 
cause of short rations, and a 
consequent decrease of birchs. 
There is, despite the cruel suf- 
fering and deprivation, not a 
sharp rise in mortality. Dr. 
Carrel says that he has never 
witnessed such an impressive 
manifestation of the adaptation 
theory in biology that animal 
life will suic its needs to avail- 
able means, mastering the dif- 
ficulties ofa harsh environment, 
creating new defenses, building 
up resistance, generating immu- 
nities and somehow living on. 
Medically speaking, many peo- 
ple in Spain should long ago 
have been dead from starvation. 
They are half dead, yet they 
persise in living. They are 
moribund, hopeless, listless, 
nerveless, wan, without will, 
all pith gone from their sorry 
shrunken frames, yet they do 
not die. That imperious in- 
stinct to live carries them on 
even though life is nothing 
but a shuffling round of misery 
and dull pain. There are many 
cases of amnesia and partial 
blindness from lack of the 
essential vitamins, and 
tuberculosis is taking a heavy 
toll as nourishment deficien- 
cies become more and more 
pronounced. 


Dr. J. H. Janney of the Rocke- 
feller Institute, who has made 
a health survey of all Spain, 
says that the enfeebled condi- 
tion of the people makes them 
susceptible to an epidemic of 
influenza as devastating as the 
Black Death of the Middle 
Ages A 

ic is among children that one 
sees the fullest impact of shore 
rations. Their stunted growth, 
retarded mental development, 
degeneracy and general weak- 
ness are stigmata with which 
this war generation is scourged 
for sins of their fathers, and 
which will be passed on as 
a bitter legacy of suffering 
for many generations yet to 
come. 

The cupboard has long been 
bare in Spain, buc the same sad 
story comes from many other 
quarters of the war-swept con- 
tinent. The Belgians tell me the 
conditions in their country are 
as distressing as those in Spain. 
The Poles are suffering even 
more, and from France is testi- 
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mony of the most drastic ration- 
ing. There is want in Norway, 
probably in Denmark, and yet 
those of us who carly last sum- 
mer predicted famine conditions 
were called “‘sensationalists,”” 
The sensation is really more 
tragic than sensationalists 
predicted. What will another 
winter bring co stricken Eu- 
rope?

part of the Chief of State and 
the Government to participate 
in the requiem ceremonies for 
the repose of the monarch’s 
soul. And when I reached the 
Cathedral of San Francisco el 
Grande, the Caudillo was just 
arriving, escorted by Moroccan 
cavalry with pinioned lances, 
followed by Falange youth in 
flaming vermilion berets. In- 
side the church light fell in 
spectral shafts from colored 
windows upon a scene of me- 
dieval sumptuousness as_ the 
congregation of Falangists, 
Army officers and tonsured 
monks, grandees and their la- 
dies with black mantillas (che 
greater part fair-haired) knele 
in homage to the memory of a 
sad king whose last words be- 
fore he left Spain were that he 
had tried to do his best for his 
country and his people. After 
the ceremonial, crowds of rois- 
tering youths in holiday spirit 
paraded on the grand via, Ca- 
rerra de San Jerénimo and Calle 
deAlcal4, shouting “Long Live 
the King.” 


Madrid was a wilderness of 
colors, gold-banded by crimson 
and the Bourbon coat of arms 
everywhere; not only in busi- 
ness sections and better residen- 
tial parts of the town, but also 
in the poorer quarters, such as 
Cuatro Caminos and Puerta de 
Toledo. The mystery was 
where the people could find the 
means for such a display. Some- 
times, when nothing else could 
be found, a white sheet ap- 
peared outside the window 
bearing the badge of mourning. 
Ic was a universal and impres- 
sive outpouring of Royalist 
sentiment yet informed people 
do not consider the moment 
well timed for the advent of a 
monarchial regime in Spain 
All admit that Prince Don Juan 
is well qualified for the throne 
but deprecate any change of 
policy during these times of 
tension, stress and strain.

“The determination of America must not be obstructed by unnecessary strikes’—Franklin D. Roosevelt 


Banqueting White House correspondents and their 
guests on March 15 dutifully cheered and applauded 
President Roosevelt’s stirring generalities about 
“speed and speed now” in defense production, But 
the loudest, longest, most spontaneous cheer of all 
went up when the President got specific: “The deter- 
mination of America... must not be obstructed by 
unnecessary strikes—” (the cheer had swelled un- 
1 before he hurriedly fini 
1y short-sighted management, or by deli- 
berate sabotage.” 

Under a great production chief (see the Close-up of 
William 8. Knudsen, pp. 106-119), America’s de- 
fense production is going forward, fast. Mushroom- 
ing new defense plants are changing the industrial 
face of the country (see pp. 66-69), new workers are 
heing swiftly trained by thousands (see pp. 71-74). 
Bit the speed is not yet the nation ate, the 
effort is not yet all-out. Last week 25 defense plants 
and three Army construction projects lay idle be- 
cause of strikes. And last week the nation was be- 
inning to realize that the production slow-up caused 
hy these strikes is far greater than indicated by figures 
on percentages of total work time or of man-days 
lost. 

Best case in point was a strike called by the C. I. 0. 
‘on March 14 (for a pay raise from 50¢ to 75¢ an hour) 
at the Harvill Aircraft Dieeasting Corp. in Los An- 
geles, ‘The plant is small, only 425 workers are af- 
fected. But eight big airplane manufacturers on the 
coast depend on Harvill for vital parts, Six of them 
reported that they would soon have to shut dow 
unless the strike was ended. 

Another case was that of the Allis-Chalmers Mfg. 
Co. in Milwaukee, which on March 22 had been 
strikebound for seven weeks. AllisChalmers is big 
and important in itself. It has 7,000 workers, 
$15,000,000 worth of defense orders. But even its 
products are not finished 
fighting goods. When the

WARSHIPS LIKE THE “ENTERPRISE” MAY BE 
THE DECISIVE FACTOR IN NAVAL COMBATS 


he aircraft carrier is a brand-new battle device, It has never 

been used in any big naval engagement although planes from a 
British carrier last November grievously wounded the Italian Fleet, 
lying at anchor in Taranto. 

But though it has little past to look back on, the aircraft car- 
rier may have a history-making future. Command of the air can be 
the decisive factor in modern naval engagements. Fleets whose 
planes can scout and harass the enemy will have an immediate 
superiority over a fleet whose air strength is inconclusive. 

‘The aircraft carrieris, in effect, a seagoing landing field. The U. S. 
Navy’s Enterprise is a 19,900-ton 34-knot warship. Only destroy- 
ers and some light cruisers are faster. She carries 81 planes. In 
combat she would be stationed well behind the main line of battle 
but her planes would be well out in advance, her fighters trying 
first to knock out the enemy's planes and then her bombers and 
torpedo planes attacking. Lightly armed and armored, the car- 
rier relies for protection on her speed and a warship screen. 

‘The U. S. now has six carriers with a dozen more building, Brit- 
ain has eight effective. Japan probably has seven. The U. 8. Navy 
has the best carriers and air arm in the world, Its equ 
be vastly improved when newer planes, like the Cu 
shown on the cover, come into use. 

‘The present margin of U.S, superiority is measured by its car- 
riers’ ability to get more planes into the air in less time than any 
other fleet. The U. S. led in introducing arrester landing devices 
which stop planes quickly on deck.

NEW POWDER PLANT IS PART 
OF VAST BUILDING PROGRAM 


By summer, two more big powder plants now being built at Charlestown, Ind. 
(LIFE, Jan. 20) and at Childersburg, Ala. will be helping the Radford plant 
out, and one of the most ominous military shortages will be overcome.

Chungking is, first of all, the most bombed spot in 
the world, It has taken two years of bombing from 
‘the Japanese without flinching.

A DANISH IMMIGRANT BOY IS NOW 


FIELD MARSHAL OF U.S.

Wwenty years ago in Flint, Mich., a brawny, 6c. 3-in. Dane 

with tough face and bristling black walrus mustache walked 
into the office of a parts buyer at the Chevrolet plant, toting a 
Jong steel exhaust pipe under his arm. He was an executive of a 
small auto parts company, and he wanted an order from Chev- 
rolet. After listening to a few minutes of thickly accented sales 
talk, the buyer raised a question about the pipe's durability. 
William S, Knudsen did not argue the matter. Instead he raised 
the pipe high over his head, hurled it crashing to the concrete 
floor of the buyer's office, whence it bounced up and knocked a 
piece of plaster out of the wall. 

Two months later, the buyer again met Knudsen walking 
down a Chevrolet corridor. "Well," he joshed, “back to sell 
some more exhaust pipes, are you?” 

“No,” replied Knudsen in his husky half-whisper, “I'm the 
new general manager here."” 

William S. Knudsen is now general manager of all U. S. indus- 
try, assigned to organize it for the greatest production job in 
history, and some of the New Deal boys in Washington are as 
surprised and skeptical as the Chevrolet buyer was. Twenty 
years have silvered Bill Knudsen’s hair and mustache, filled out 
his big frame, polished his manners and relaxed his tough face 
into an expression of rosy benignity. But they have not changed 
his nature. He is still a direct action man who hates theorizing 
and loves machinery. 

A few weeks ago Treasury Counsel Ed Foley met him in a 
corridor of Washington's gleaming Federal Reserve Building. 
Knudsen was again carrying something under his arm which 
looked like a sizable slab of battleship. “Look,” cried the 
Director General of the Office of Production Management, 
“Te’s one! When I came down here they told me I had to do 
something about tank armor because sometimes bullets drive 
the rivets through and kill the soldiers. So I said, why not weld 
it, and they said it couldn't be done. So I said, get me two 
pieces of armor plate, and I took them out to an old friend of 
mine in Detroit who's a welder trained in Denmark. Now look. 
It's one!"

to run the defense program, they still think they should, and they 
have bitterly resented seeing Big Businessmen called in to take it 
over. Some of the anti-Knudsen propaganda now emanating from 
Washington, designed to destroy “the Knudsen myth,” is indubi- 
tably the result of their unhappiness. But no great charity is required 
to recognize that some of it may also derive from honest bafilement. 
Certainly Bernard M. Baruch, that astute Wall Street speculator and 
master of economics, would never have gone kiting off to Detroit 
with two slabs of armor plate. And did not Bernie Baruch, by his 
brilliant performance in 1918, set the U. S. standard for directors of 
defense production? Almost to a man, the New Dealers are social 
and economic theorists, and hence feel superior to those who, like 
Mr. Knudsen, address themselves primarily to the solution of im- 
mediate and concrete problems. “My business,"” says Knudsen 
bluntly, “is making things.”” 


“My business is making things” 


Ac that business, of translating blueprints and time studies and 
flow charts and labor forces into supereflicient production setups, all 
sides agree that he has no superior. He can walk into any factory 
and almost instantly put a wizard finger on its trouble spots. But his 
critics assert that he is a sort of Einstein of the production line, a 
supermechanic and nothing else. They say that he has no other in- 
terests and no particular administrative ability. They imply chat he 
lacks imagination. Specifically they charge him with issuing con- 
tracts hit or miss to a few large companies, making no over-all plan 
or record of them, leaving to others the initiative in exploring the 
possibility of spreading the work among smaller factories. They 
charge him with staying on the “business as usual” tack too long. 
They charge him with failing either to organize or criticize the 
Army-Navy program for new Government-financed munitions 
factories. 

Knudsen’s supporters reply that “programing” the defense pro- 
gram at the beginning would have lost more time than it saved, that 
the big primary contractors could be trusted to hunt out their own 
subcontractors. They point out that the “business as usual" tack 
was not Knudsen's but President Roosevelt's. They assert that no 
clear line has ever been drawn between where Army & Navy author- 
ity ends and Knudsen’s begins, and that until the OPM was created 
two months ago Knudsen had no authority whatever. 

If ic were possible to discover the current rate of U. S. arms pro- 
duction, to balance that against the potential rate, and to determine 
the exact degree of Knudsen’s authority and responsibility in the 
defense program, it might be possible to reach an objective verdict 
on the pro- and anti-Knudsen arguments. But these facts are secret, 
incomplete or confused, and seem certain to remain so until che 
war's end. Pending the verdict of history, the best course seems to 
be to look at the Knudsen record, which began in Copenhagen, Den- 
mark, 62 years ago last week.

pronouncing the K) was christened Signius Wilhelm Poul when he 
was born to Knud Peter and Augusta Zollner Knudsen on March 25, 
1879. The simplicity of his recent life in Detroit as one of the high- 
est-paid men in America reflects the tastes he acquired as a boy with 
three brothers and six sisters and a father who, after losing his pros- 
perous cooperage business in the Panic of 1873, took refuge in the 
customs service. But Son Signius got a sound education in high 
school and a Government technical school. He learned to read 
English, French and German, starred in mathematics and grad- 
uated with honors and a prize of a silver watch and chain. His 
second choice, after his father refused to let him follow two brothers 
to sea, was a four-year apprenticeship in a machine shop. After 
that he got a job in a wholesale bicycle shop and scored his first 
production criumph. Importing the parts and building ic them- 
selves, he and a fellow mechanic appeared one day on the first tan- 
dem bike ever seen in Copenhagen. At 20, rejected for compulsory 
military service because he was too skinay (he now weighs 210 Ib.), 
he set out for America. 


His first U.S. job was ai roduction 


Kaudsen's first American job, like his present one, was at arms 
production. As a reamer in a New York shipyard building torpedo 
boats, he earned $1.75 aday. Meantime he learned the simple, direct 
spoken English he still uses from the kids who played around the 
steps of his Eighth Avenue boardinghousc. When the shipyard 
closed down that winter, he moved on to the Erie Railroad round- 
house in Salamanca, N. Y., repairing locomotive boilers seven nights 
a week for what seemed the munificent sum of $100 a month. When 
a fellow worker told him that he had bec at the same job for 24 
years and was still making $100 a month, Knudsen (now plain Bill) 
went back to bicycle building at $10.50 a week, in the John R. 
Keim mills in Buffalo. He had risen to assistant superintendent and 
Keim had turned to making automobile parts when, in 1911, Henry 
Ford bought out the company and set Knudsen to building assembly 
planes. Thac assignment culminated in starting, ac River Rouge, 
what is now the greatest single industrial plant in the world. After 
the war, which he spent sloshing around the river front in hip boots 
supervising the building of Ford's sub-chasing Eagle Boats by mass- 
production methods, he became Ford production manager at $50,000 
ayear. In 1921, disgruntled by some of Ford's policies in the post- 
war slump, he quit and got a new job with a Detroit auto parts 
plant. Next year the alert du Ponts brought him over to General 
Motors. 

As G. M. grew, Bill Knudsen grew with it, becoming vice presi- 
dent of Chevrolet in 1922, president in 1924, executive vice president 
of General Motors in 1933, president in 1937. In 1940, when he 
was called to Washington as production chief of the National De- 
fense Advisory Commission, General Motors had become, on the 
basis of net sales, the biggest manufacturing outfit in America. Bill 
Knudsen, as its operating head, could fairly be called the nation’s 
top production man.

a successful production manager must know a lot about handling 
and organizing machines, he needs to know even more about or- 
ganizing and handling men. Some of Knudsen's more extravagant 
admirers say that he can walk into any factory and run any machine 
in it better than the man who's running it. True or not, that was not 
what G. M. paid him up to half a million dollars a year for. One of 
Kaudsen’s own first industrial observations, back in the shipyard, 
was that many of the workers could run the machines more skilfully 
than the foremen, What the foremen got paid extra for, he shortly 
deduced, was knowing how to run the men. 

The first American to learn of Bill Kaudsen’s determination to 
advance himself in the world was his Eighth Avenue landlord in 
New York. Coming home one day after a runt half his size had 
given him a beating, Knudsen thrust out his fists at the startled 
landlord, asked, “Where I learn do dis?” After a few boxing lessons 
the big Dane was picking up a little extra money in the prize ring, 
and anybody in the shop who got cocky was invited out for a 
trouncing. When Knudsen was a straw boss, that seemed to work 
fine. But on the day he was appointed assistant superintendent of 
the Buffalo bicycle plane, the superintendent called him in for a 
heart-to-heart talk. 

“Bill,"” he said, “You're pretty good with your fists. You can 
lick any man in the plant, can’t you?”

almost never get tough with anybody who's working for me. Well, 
Tfound out a long time ago that if I yelled at a fellow I'd scare him, 
and when he was scared he'd lie to me. If you're going to be a 
boss, it’s your business to help out the fellows who are actually 
doing the work, and if they're scared they just won't tell you their 
troubles.”” 

Even as an executive, Director General Knudsen was not always 
the kindly, mellow, courtly gentleman he is today. ‘’Whe 
came over with us in 1922," recalls one Chevrolet executive, 
was the hardest-boiled so-&-s0 I've ever known—tough, suspic 
always looking for an ulterior motive."” Bill Knudsen grew with his 
job. People who think of him as only a super-mechanic could pro- 
fitably have been present in a Cincinnati bookstore some years ago 
when a Midwestern philosophy professor came in to ask about 
buying some first editions of Spinoza. "Not a chance," said the 
bookseller. “There's a fellow up in Detroit named Knudsen who's 
cornering the market."” The books in Kaudsen's big library 
are not there for show. A Detroit reporter who interviewed him 
years ago set out to quiz the businessman on his announced 
ference for Thackeray. ‘I thought I'd learned a lot about Thack 
eray in college,” the reporter now recalls, ““but I learned plenty new 
that day.” 

On a recent weekend in Detroit, Mr. Knudsen attended a club 
gathering at which his son Semon and some friends were dancing toa 
phonograph. Silencing it, the Director General of the Office of 
Production Management sat down at the piano, expertly banged out 
the Darksown Strutters’ Ball, Smoke Gets In Your Eyes, and a Liszt 
waltz. Mr. Kaudsen plays by ear, bur he can turn off anything from 
the heaviest classics down. He also can—and does—step into the 
band at a parcy and take over the violin, the accordion or the xylo- 
phone. The Director General, who has always been ready for a song 
or dance in his off hours, is still a good man on a party. 


He leads “an Army life’ =~ 


Though far less lusty a drinker than he was before he lost a kid- 
ney a few years ago, Knudsen still relishes a highball concocted of 
champagne and Apollinaris water. Something of a marvel at mental 
arithmetic, he is a poker expert—as, like many good wives of poker 
playing husbands, is quiet, home-loving Mrs. Knudsen. 

Director Knudsen has little time for fun these days. In Washing- 
ton he leads what he calls “"an Army life."” He has rented a small 
house in the Rock Creek Park Section, where he keeps bachelor 
quarters with two Filipino houseboys named Primo and Genio and 
chauffeur named Garner. Up at 7 for a long day at the office, he 
usually spends his evenings with Army, Navy, Government or De- 
fense staff officials whom he has been too busy to see during the 
day. Sometimes the conferences end up in poker, but Mr. Knudsen 
nearly always quits by midnight. When an Army bomber flies him 
home to Detroit for a weekend, he likes to spend as much time as 
possible with the four small grandchildren which his son and two 
married daughters have thus far presented to him. 

For years the only speech that could be dragged out of Mr 
Knudsen was at Chevrolet dealers’ conventions when the big man 
would rise reluctantly to announce, “I vant vun for vun.”” By this 
Knudsen meant that he thought Chevrolet sales should equal Ford 
sales. In 1929, aged 50, he confessed to a friend that he would never

be able to make a speech. He was, he said, too sensitive about his 
accent and too old to learn. Two weeks later he was persuaded to 
try it at an auto show. He flopped miserably, but kept on. Still no 
orator, Knudsen is now able to speak pithily and fluently to public 
gatherings and enjoys doing so. 

Director Knudsen has an entirely unselfconscious talent for 
phrasemaking. Once in Detroit, when he was preparing to lead a 
charity drive, he endorsed a proposed committee chairman by say- 
ing: “I'm for that fellow. He's got a zipper on his heart."” When 
“Zip Open Your Heart” was chosen as the slogan of the drive, 
Knudsen was surprised to learn that he had originated it. Some 
current Knudsenisms: 

On political critics: “’Son, never be afraid of barking rabbits."” 

On experts: “An expert is just a mechanic away from home." 

On snoopers: “Snoopers? Don’t call them that. Down her: ve 
call them co-ordinators."” 

To.a group of extra-polite Army officers who had confused 
millions with billions in a set of figures they submitted to him, 
Knudsen recently remarked: ““Genelemen, I am getting sick & tired 
of good manners and bad figures."”

Some of the superficial heritages of his Danish upbringing still 
throw observers off the track when they try to size Knudsen up. 
He bows deeply from the waist when acknowledging introduc- 
tions. He blushes easily. He is still embarrassed by his accent He 
calls reporters ‘‘sir’’ and “madam.” 

In Washingcon, Knudsen has deliberately chosen to let himself be 
known as a simple production man, even to the point of asserting 
that he never reads books and cannot play the piano. Though his 
crony, Jesse Jones, has counseled him that “the way to get power 
down here is to grab it," Knudsen has been careful to throw his 
weight around only where he was authorized to throw it. But his 
lungs have been growing used to the atmosphere of government, and 
he was vastly heartened when the executive order setting up the 
OPM came through. “We've been going around here with our hats 
in our hands asking people things,” he said to an associate that 
day. “Now we keep our hats on and we tell ‘em. 

Literally, Mr. Knudsen no longer keeps his hat on in his office 
as, from old factory habit, he did even after he became head of 
General Motors. But he still operates with the directness of his 
motor-making days. “You can't run a business by pushing buzzers,"” 
he has said. He still prefers to call his subordinates on the telephone 
C'This is Knudsen’) or better yet co drop in their offices “for a 
fill-in’ rather than summon them to his. As an auto-production 
man, one of his great talents was his ability to reduce extremely 
complex operations to simple standards of operation and results. 
He still demands simplicity. He insists that memoranda and con- 
tracts be boiled down to a single page. His own letters and memo- 
randa, written in longhand on a pad of yellow ruled paper, are usu- 
ally confined to a paragraph. He wants the facts laid before him 
briefly. He makes decisions fast and never wastes words. A typical 
Knudsen contribution to a business conference occurred while plans 
for the General Motors Futurama at the New York World's Fair 
were being laid. Designer Norman Bel Geddes wanted to surround

But he was willing to be convinced, and sat patiently 
and silently through a lengthy G. M.-Geddes conference about it. 
Finally the conferees turned to him for an opinion. “Gentlemen,” 
said Mr, Knudsen, “there will be no water.” 

Director Kaudsen is not an orthodox administrator. In the pro- 
fessional phrase, he “jumps lines of authority." Seeing something 
that needs to be done, he is apt to pick up his telephone and order 
it done—and the subordinate who is responsible for that particular 
job may not hear about it for some days. “But,” explains his 
suave, able right-hand man, John D. Biggers, who docs most of the 
paper work in defense production, “he does it in such a nice way 
thac you can’t get mad ac him. We just know that’s the way he 
works. He's a direct-action man." 

Mr. Knudsen has four sisters still living in German-occupied 
Denmark. But the steam which propels him in his present job is 
his feeling that he owes a lot to the country which gave him the 
chance to become what he is. He used to talk often of the duty of 
older men to retire and devote themselves to public service. In 
those days his plans were only of civic work in Detroit which he 
loves. Between taxes and charities—including a church building, 
a maternal health foundation and many miscellaneous benefactions 
—Knudsen saved not a nickel of his much-publicized income as 
G. M. president. When a Texas Congressman asked him at a public 
hearing why he had given up that fabulous pay to come to Wash- 
ington and work for nothing, Knudsen replied 

“| don't want to sound sentimental, but I had been working in 
this country for 41 years. It had been pretty good to me. I was 
in a position to work for nothing, and I felt that if I could do 
something for the country, I would like to do it. That's all.”” 

From the moment that Bill Kaudsen asked last summer, "Who's 
boss?’” (of the Defense Commission), and the President replied, “I 
am,” there has never been the slightest doubt about who has the 
final authority and responsibility for the defense program. That he 
could find for production chief a businessman of Kaudsen’s caliber 
who was sympathetic enough to have voted for him in 1932 and to 
have kept neutral in 1940 (though reputedly betting $7,500 on his 
re-election) was for the President a simple and unequivocal Godsend 
Bill Knudsen, for his part, is enormously proud to be the Com- 
mander in Chief's crusted field marshal. He saves every memoran- 
dum which comes to him from the White House. 

Mr. Knudsen, who has long made biannual inspection trips to 
Europe for General Motors, came back in 1938 mightily impressed 
with Nazi industrial efficiency. But, he boasted of his adopted 
country, “Nobody can do what we can do if we all get together.” 
On March 17 the Director General revealed that passage of the Lease- 
Lend bill necessitated upping the already gargantuan U.S. arms pro- 
duction program by 60%. He was not alarmed. The long tooling-up 
time is almost over. He believes that we all are getting together 
And when U. S. defense industry really gets rolling—which it will 
this summer, he says—the man who bossed the building of more 
automobiles in one year than any other man in history, whom 
Henry Ford called a “production genius,” is sure that his boast 
of 1938 will be made good.
